I should like to be pregent at the trial in the 
secret court in Germany of a schoolmaster who 
dared to teach his pupils to sing the “Star- 
Spangled Banner” or the “Battle Hymn of the 
Republic.” Prokosch and Purin seem to be pop- 
ular with the Board of Education, for they are 
represented by another book called ‘‘Conversa- 
tion and Reading Book,’’ which is full of stories 
and patriotic anecdotes. Charlmagne, Barbaros- 
sa and Frederick the Great are all exhibited as 
great men to be emulated...

A long article appears in these books entitled 
“The Germans in the United States.” It implies 
that William Penn had no success until he called 
in Dr. Daniel Pastorius of Frankfort. Among the 
bits of history set forth the author alleges that 
in 1760 there were more than a hundred thousand 
Germans in Pennsylvania, and that on account of 
their importance in this State it was proposed to 
make German the official language, the propo- 
sition being beaten by only one vote!

But it is when we come to the description of 
the War of the Revolution and other wars that 
the authors really turn loose.

, From the time of the visit of Prince Henry to 
this country the German system of propaganda 
has been at work, smoothing out traditional dif- 
ferences and feuds between Germans and doing 
its best to make Germans from Bavaria, Saxony 
and Hanover and Wurtemberg and Hesse forget 
that their countries were conquered by the Prus- 
sians in 1866. 


When Prince Henry was here on histrip through 
the country he spent very little time with Amer- 
icans. He was chiefly occupied with German- 
Americans and German-American societies. 
Prince Henry’s visit to the United States in 
1902 was primarily to attend the christening of 
the racing yacht of the Emperor, which was 
being built in this country. One of the members 
of his suite was Von Tirpitz, then Secretary of 
State of the German navy. After having been of- 
ficially received by President Roosevelt, he vis- 
ited Annapolis, Brooklyn Navy Yard and West 
Point, and then toured the Middle West, stopping 
at 20 cities between New York and St. Louis. 
During the entire trip he continually asked ques- 
tions of all the delegates sent with him by the 
United States Government,.such as, for instance, 
facts about the shops at Altoona, the coal mines, 
farms, factories and handsome women! 


At every station he was met by the Mayor of 
the city and the German societies and greeted 
with German music. The Deutscher Kriege Ve- 
rein, a German society consisting of military 
veterans, always hada place of honor in the cele- 
brations. In almost every city on this trip the 
German-American citizens gave the Prince al- 
bums or souvenirs, in which were engraved pretty 
pledges of devotion to the fatherland. For in- 
stance, in Chicago the German Roman Catholic 
Society presented the following address:

The Great Guynemer. 

Guynemer was the gréatest of the 
pilots when I first saw him on the 
front. He was a slight, rather small 
youth of 23 years. He wore always 
the black uniform with the three 
stripes of Captain. His eyes were 


ill—a sick man—and rumor had it 
that he was dying on his feet. We 
heard that he had already fainted in 
the air; that he knew death was 
waiting for him, and wished to ac- 
count for as many of the invaders as 
his God would permit him to kill 
before going away himself. Whether 
or not a tenth of the stories we heard 
were true we never knew. At least 
the hypothesis of a fainting spell 
would account for his disappearance 
much more readily than the idea that 
any German could get near enough 
to. him to kill him. 
‘ Guynemer’s tactics when he began 
were simple. They were the same 
which caused the loss of so many 
young pilots. He saw an enemy and 
dived at him from a superior altitude 
with all the speed at his command. 
He dived, knowing that if he failed 
kill the pilot of a plane superior 
to his own in armament, or failed to 
set the plane on fire, its gunners 
would easily kill him after he had 
passed it. His success where many 
others failed was due to his wonder- 
ful skill in marksmanship. Eight 
shots were enough for him in one in- 
stance. In another he shot down 
two Germans in one minute. The 
first he killed from 800 yards—a 
distance abort 600 yards greater than 
that at which the average pilot, Ger- 
man or French, begins firing.

no dearth either of child labor. Germany today 
has an immense, unsatisfied appetite not only for 
food, but for labor; there is an admitted plenty 


of work, an admitted shortage of hands to do it— 
no shortage, however, of men still fit for fight-

Like the transportation and raw material short- 
age, man power shortage developed with sudden 
acuteness as a result of the Hindenburg pro- 
gram; and for human material the same proposi- 
tion holds good as for raw materials—scant but 
sufficient to meet the most urgent 1918 needs of 
warfare. 

By practicing the closest war economy with 
the still ummobilized human reserves, and by 
further coarser sifting of the unfit rubbish heap,

Germany has today approximately 4,500,000 men 


called “‘Heeresreserven.” These are by no means 
all first line troops, even judged by the lowered 
standard of the fourth war year. There is a pains- 
takingly combed-out elite of 1,500,000, conserva- 
tively estimated; hand-picked youngsters and se- 
lect, still young veterans composing the numer- 
ous “shock” formations—the so-called “Stoss- 
strupp” or shock squads, platoons, companies, for 
forcible reconnaissance; the shock battalions and 
shock regiments for the heavy work of attack 
and counter attack; the “flying” shock divisions 
and third alarm ‘“‘shock corps,”’ and the famous 
traveling shock army, which has played the cir- 
cuit on all fronts except the west. 

A round 2,000,000, including much Landwehr— 
about 50 per cent—must be appraised as good av 
erage troops, as they run, after nearly four years 
of war, below the peace time standard and not 
of brilliant offensive caliber except against de- 
moralized Russians. Half a million old veteran 
Landsturm, resting on the Russian front and even 
holding down “sleeping” sectors in the west, are 
not a negligible factor, particularly not the Ba- 
varian Landsturm, the hard-pated Silesians and 
the East Prussian Landsturm—these are of cham- 
pionship calfber until it comes to marching.

| Nation’s Fighting Power at High Tide | 


Labor Shortage Acute in All but War Shops 


of organized labor is in the army. 


60 Per Cent of Labor Unions’ Membership 
Has Been Called to the Colors 


HE following figures significantly illustrate the great shrinkage of effi- 
cient man power in Germany itself: 
unions numbered 2,500,000 members of all ages at the outbreak of the 

war; the call to the colors had reduced their active membership by more than 
50 per cent., to 1,170,000, at the end of the first year. 

At the end of the second year of war the survivors had further shrunk to 
950,000. The third war year saw a slight increase in the membership of the So- 
cialist trades unions to 1,060,000, which yet was 57.6 per cent less than the 
peace time membership at the outbreak of the war. 

Conservatively estimated, on Jan. 1, 1918, only go per cent of skilled and 
unskilled labor’s peace time numerical strength was still available in Ger- 
many, and this almost exclusively of inferior quality. Certainly the better half

are refilled: and Germany’s reserves show no 
signs of exhaustion. The military training bar- 
racks are still crowded, more so than in peace 
times, though considerably below the high water 
mark of 1915, since when the tide of new troops 
in training has been very gradually ebbing. The 
low water mark of the war has been reached; but 
there is every reason to believe that the reservoir 
of fresh reserves can be maintained at the present 
low war level for the balance of the year. 


[ Germany's Casualties 4,500,000 


This standing reservoir is fed by the young 
“Ersatz’”’—youths called to the colors as soon as 
they pass their eighteenth birthday—and by the 
’ recovered wounded who become fit for front serv- 
ice again. The 18-year-olds can, in 1918 and there- 
after, be counted on to yield around 600,000 re- 
serves annually; of the wounded on the average 
92 per cent return to military service, the lightly 
wounded and quickly recovering being generally 
sent back to their old formations, the others be- 
ing mixed in with the new, green young troops. 
Allowing for shrinkage during the home training 
period, Germany can continue to throw into the 
field 750,000 fresh troops annually, and only cas- 
ualties in excess of this figure represent the net 
loss of the German army—the actual attrition. 

Germany's gross casualties were approximately 
4,500,000 on Jan. 1, 1918. Heavy deduction must, 
however, be made for repeaters, for many correc- 
tions in the casualty lists, and for recoveries— 
the very large number of cases of men wounded 
twice to seven times, some unlucky individuals 
being mentioned in the casualty lists even often- 
er. Conservative estimates of Germany’s net 
losses to Jan. 1, 1918, including discharges from 
military service, range from two and one-half to 
three million men. Theoretically, Germany has 
not been forced to call to the colors either young- 
er or older classes than should normally be the 
case; practically both has been done, however. 


Trained Landsturm men who had not completed 
their forty-fifth year and therefore subject to 
mobilization at the outbreak of the war are, 
under military law, required to serve for the en- 
tire duration of the war. Landsturm men who in 
August, 1914, were already from 42 to 45 years 
old have, therefore, today passed the legal Land- 
sturm limit of 45, but are none the less not re- 
leased from service. Accordingly Germany al- 
ready had her 45-year-old class in the field in 1918, 
and will have her 49-year-old class in the field in 
1919, the oldest class growing a year older with 
each successive war year.

L Man Shortage Everywhere Else. } 


This has been a source of much complaint from 
old Dandsturm men who have passed the forty- 
fifth year mark during the war and yet cannot 
obtain their discharge; the highest military 
authorities point out that once mobilized, the 
Landsturm is required to serve, no matter how 
long the war lasts, and that their services can, 
unfortunately, not be dispensed with. So, too, 
by conscripting recruits as fast as they become 18, 
Germany is about six months ahead of schedule. 

The 1918 class was drawn in during 1917. The 
young “Ersatz” continues to run of good average 
quality and learns the soldiering trade very much 
quicker than in peace times, for most of the city 
youths who were drafted have had nearly four 
years of preparatory training for military serv- 
ice in the Jungmannen organizations, including 
practical work in marching, trench digging and 
bomb throwing; while in the country, too, there 
are preparatory war courses for the peasant boys. 
Germany believes increasingly in “catching them 
young.” 

Germany is in a favorable position as far as 
human materidl is concerned for the army only: 
though there is no shortage of military reserves 
in sight, there is a man-power shortage in all 
other departments of life’ More than 25 per 
cent of the manhood of Germany had been called 
to the colors up to Jan. 1, 1918. Of this nagnber, 
approximately 10 per cent have been discharged 
from further military service as invalided*or un- 
fitted, or exempted on reclamations There is,

however, a net withdrawal of very nearly one- 
quarter of the manhood of Germany from the 
home supply of man power, and this the best 
quarter—the physically fitter bulk of the men be- 
tween 18 and 48, leaving as man-power balance 
to keep the machinery of life behind the fronts 
running only the least fit, the boys and the men 
vast their working prime. 

The steady, relentless withdrawal from the 
normal labor market and absorption by the fight- 
ing machine of 60 per cent of Germany's skilled 
and unskilled labor has resulted in a fascinating 


4\ state of things which can best be pictured as tan- 


tamount to a universal strike being on throughout 
Germany, with strained efforts being made in the 
first line by the military authorities to keep. at 
least the most necessary machinery of daily life, 
especially the vital war machinery, running with 
the help of quantitatively insufficient qualitative- 
ly inferior strike breakers—with the remnant 40 
per cent of least fit and aged skilled and un- 
skilled labor, with unskilled and half skilled juve- 
nile labor, with woman labor, with prisoner labor, 
with impressed Polish labor and Belgian evacues, 
and with all the neutral labor, skilled or un- 
skilled, that can be attracted to Germany. 


Flow to the Army Normal 


There is a shortage of miners, railroaders, of 
industrial workers; but also of carpenters, paint- 
ers, mechanics, plumbers. The same monotonous 
cry of labor shortage sounds from evefy trade, 
from every industry and from every branch of 
business. While the seemingly inexhaustible 
feeders of the reservoir of military reserves still 
continue to flow at a normal rate, this is not the 


when it becomes of military age and is swallowed 
up by the army. 
The main wellspring of new man power, the in- 
flux of prisoners of war, has been dwindling 
steadily and shows signs of drying up almost en- 
tirely, now that the Russian front can no longer 
tapped for man power. The Polish labor mar- 
ket has about been exhausted. The bitter fiasco 
of drafted civilian Belgian labor discourages all 
attempts in future to drain this small reservoir 
of available man power. The importations of 
neutral labor are relatively negligible. There are 
ho other outside sources of man power discov- 
erable. Germany must for the balance of the war 
draw almost exclusively on its own capital of 
human material and employ it with the utmost 
economy, always in first line for war purposes. 
The human reserves necessary for maintaining 
the war industries at their present maximum pro- 
duction can be obtained only by draining peace- 
time occupations, by shifting labor from peace 
to war industries, by recruiting new armies of 
women workers and, as a last emergency measure, 
by withdrawing men from the army. 

The military authorities exercise an absolute 
control over all the avaslable man power in Ger- 
many, and at least indirectly over the supply of 
woman power; and by the efforts of the military 
authorities the labor shortage is least severely 
felt in the war industries, both primary and sec- 
ondary. These are suffering from no real labor 
shortage in the sense that they are unable to keep 
up their present maximum production; labor 
shortage makes itself acutely felt in the war in- 
@ustries only because, under fnsistent military 
pressure, they still attempt to increase their pro- 
auction, justifying the conclusion that while 
present output of war material under the Hinden- 
burg program can with ever increasing strain be 
maintained indefinitely, the curve of production 
can rise no further; that if it changes it can only 
fall. For buman material, too, a war limit ap- 
pears to have been reached. 

Germany’s productions of war materials has 
been more than doubled under the Hindenburg 
program; an achievement made possible only by 
the ruthless drafting of men from peace occupsa- 
tions into war industries, by the greatly increased | 
employment of women amd the fullest agen

Every American is requested to 
cut his average ration of:»wheat by 
59 per cent, which would reduce the 
consumption of 42,000,000 bushels 
a month to 21,000,000. That gives a 
ration of nat more than 1% pounds 
ef wheat products weekly for each 
person. Specific ways for bringing 
about the reduction in consumption 
are set forth in a statement. 

Effect of Railway Braeakdown.

Their need for wheat 
is growing, for, after April 1, the 
shipment of corn is attended with 
great risk, owing to the possibility 
of germination. | 

As the demand for wheat has 
grown the supplies in elevators have 
dwindied. Too, the usual flow of 
grain to market has decreased in the | 
last month from 8,00,000 bushels 
weekly to 3,000,000, due, it is de- 
clared to the desire of farmers to 
hold their grain for the higher price 
proposed in legislation before Con- 
cress. Corn growers have added to 
the confusion by threatening that 
if the corn price is not raised and 
fixed, as the price of wheat has been 
fixed, they would plant wheat in- 
stead of corn. This, officials de- 
clare, would work untold loss in the 
meat supply. 

The price of flour will be increased 
to $15 a barrel if the $2.50 a bush@! 
for wheat become lawful, according 
to food administration officials. 

Food administration officials said 
tonight their work had been hamp- 
ered by the refusal of many persons 
to co-operate in food conservation. 
Considerable hoarded wheat § has 
been requisitioned, and the full pow- 
er of the law will be invoked to pun- 
ish hoarding that attempts to hamp-

worked out by the food administra- 
tion and will take the form of

As the new regulations probably will 
be necessary only until the harvest, 
a matter of three months, the ad- 
ministration has abandoned the idea 
of ration cards and will impose re- 
strictions on mills, wholesalers and 
retailers, which can be established 
inexpensively and done away with 
quickly. Control of wheat at the 
mills probably will be tightened. 

Food Administration Statement. 

The ,food administrator’s state- 
ment follows: 

“If we are to furnish the allies 
with the necessary proportion of 
wheat to maintain their war bread 
from now until the next harvest we 
must reduce our consumption to 
21,000.000 ‘bushels a month, as 
against our normal consumption of 
about 42,000,000 bushels. Reserv- 
ing a margin for distribution to the 
army and for special cases, leaves 
for general consumption approxi- 
mately one and a half pounds of 
wheat products weekly per person. 

Many of our consumers are 
pendent upon bakers’ bread. 
bread must be durable and therefore 
requires a larger proportion of 
wheat products than cereal breads 
baked in the household. Our army 
and navy requires a full allowance. 
The well-to-do in our population can 
make greater sacrifices in the con- 
sumption of wheat products than 
can the poor. 
ulation in the agricultural districts, 
where the other cereals are abun- 
dant, are more skilled in the prep- 
aration of breads from these other 
cereals than the crowded city and 
industrial populations. 

“With improved transportation 
conditions we now have available a 
Surplus of potatoes.

Meeting Lasted Four Hours. . 

The conference lasted four hours, 
and immediately after adjournment 
Gengenbach announced that the em- 
ployers had agreed to ratify Maj. 

The 
union men retired to the conferenc 
room of the metal trades unions, 810 
Chestnut street, and went into con- 
ference among themselves. 

It was their opinion, openly ex- 
pressed, that to make the concessions 
required would be to surrender the 
rights and ignore the principles for 
which labor has fought during the 
last 50 years. The vote was unani- 
mous to submit the whole proposi- 
tion to Gompers for decrssion. 

It was stated after the conference 
by a prominent union leader, who 
refused to permit use of his name, 
that “the efforts made during the 
last week to persuade labor to 
abandon legal rights and cherished 
principles in the interest of profiteer- 
ing manufacturers and to the detri- 
ment of workingmen had done more 
than any other agency in the last 
half century to unify the labor ele- 
ments of St. Louis in the common 
cause of protection.” 


letter to Maj. 

The following letter, signed by 
President Woracek of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, was sent 
to Maj. Rogers: 

“Owing to the fact that the mem- 
Orandum received from you over 
your signature this date, which sug- 
gests radical changes in the pre-war 
standards of organized labor, the ex- 
istence of which were recognised or 
known to exist when the memoran- 
dum outlining the policy of the 
American Federation of Labor 
which was issued immediately after 
the entrance of the United States 
into the war and accepted by the 
President, relates to the policy of 
the Council of National Defense, we 
have decided to submit the subect 
matter in full to our representative 
in the Council of National Defense, 
President Samuel Gompers of the 
eres Federation of Labor, for 


or -to take advantage of the 
country’s necessities to change 
existing standards. When eco- 
nomic or other emergencies 
arise requiring changes of 
standards the same should be 
made only after such  pro- 
posed changes have been in- 
vestigated and approved by 
the Council of ‘National De- 
fense.”’ 

In amplification of this recom- 
mendation, the Council of Nation- 
al Defense, through its executive 
committee explained as follows: 

‘There have been estab- 

lished by legislation, by mu- 
tual agreement between em- 
ployers and employes, or by 
custom, certain standards con- 
stituting a day’s work. These 
vary from seven hours per 
day in some kinds of work to, 
12 hours per day in continu- 
ous operation plants. The va- 
rious states and municipali- 
ties have established specific 
standards of safety and sani- 
tation and have provided in- 
spection service to enforce the 
regulations. They have also 
established maximum hours 
of work for women and mini- 
mum age limits for children 
employed in gainful occupa- 
tions. It is the judgment of 
the Council of National De- 
fense that the Federal, state 
and municipal Government 
should continue to enforce the 
standards they have estab- 
lished unless and _ until the 
Council of National Defense 
has determined that some 
modifications or change of 
standards is essential to the 
national safety; that employ- 
ers and employes in private 
industries should not attempt 
to take advantage of the ex- 
isting abnormal conditions to 
change the standards which 
they were unable to change 
under normal conditions. 

“The one other’ standard 
that the council had in mind 
was the standard of living. It 
recognizes that the standard 
of living is indefinite and dif- 
ficult to determine, because it 
is in a measure dependent 
upon the purchasing power of 
wages. It believes, however, 
that no arbitrary change in 
wages should be sought at this 
time by either employers or 
employes through the process 
of strikes or lockouts, without 
at least giving the established 
agencies, including those of 
the several states and of the 


Government, and of the Me- 


during that time. 

“It is not the purpose of the 

council, however, to under- 
take to determine the wage 
rate that will be sufficient to 
maintain the existing stand- 
ards of living. Such questions 
as cannot be adjusted by pri- 
vate negotiations should be re- 
ferred to the mediation agen- 
cies above referred to or to 
such constituted agencies as 
may exist to the end that such 
questions may be adjusted in 
an orderly and equitable man- 
ner to avoid the stoppage of 
industries which ere so vital 
to the interest of the nation 
at this critical time.” 
2. Employers and employes de- 
clare their policy of no discrimina- 
tion against employes who havg¢, 
or have not come members of a 
union, and that no further ef- 
forts be made by either employers 
or employes te change pre-war 
labor conditions. 

3. That employers will enter- 
tain without prejudice applica- 
tions for consideration of requests 
for the adjustment of wages or 
complaints, receiving for this pur- 
pose an outside representative of 
the union, where such representa- 
tive was received prior to the en- 
trance of the United States into 
the war, or union committee from 
inside the shop where similarly 
this has been the practice hereto- 
fore. But, where no such union 
representative or union committee 
of workers have been received in 
the past, employers will receive 
requests from individual employes, 
or if employers themselves prefer, 
from a group of employes from 
separate departments in their ca- 
pacity as employes only. 

4. Employers recognize’ the 
broad principle of wages, ade 
quate to the present cost of living. 
and both employers and employes 
declare their willingness to work 
this situation out harmoniously, 
according to the methods for doing 
so followed by them in the past, 
or as provided for in section 3. 

5. Iam not asking employers or 
representatives of labor to waive 
or surrender any efundamental 
rights which may be approved by 
the Council of National Defense, 
but until a change is made by their 
announcement expected within a 
short time, the Government must 
demand that the pre-war condi- 
tions be maintained.

Agreement With Baker Cited. 

In a statement supplementing this 
letter the union officials cited the 
agreement between Secretary of War 
Baker and Gompers to govern labor 
in the building of cantonments as de- 
fining explicitly the union attitude. 
The statement follows: 


“The representatives of organzed 
labor believe that the Councii of Na- 
tional Defense never intended to con- 
vey the impression which is con- 
tained in the document proposed by 
Maj. William C. Rogers. There is 
a difference of opinton as to the ex- 
act interpretation of the declaration 
of the Council of National Defense. 
The opinion held by the employers 
or their interpretation is construct- 
ed to meet their particular needs. ' 

“We contend that if the represen- 
tatives of labor and the labor unions 
waive their right to represent the 
members of their respective unions 
that it is a change of the pre-war 
standards of organized labor. 

“It was suggested that we have 
the right to belong to labor unions, 
but the people who join a union 
have not the right to representation. 
We do not claim the privilege to 
abridge the rights of the employer 
to be represented as he may choose 
and we insist on the same rights. To 
agree to the employers’ plan would 
be to accept the right to join a labor 
union but not to exercise the func- 
tions of the organization. 

Reference to Employers’ Action. 

“The acceptance of the plan by the 
employers as proposed by Maj. Rog- 
ers is not at all surprising. It is in 
substance but not in language the 
same as the first proposal offered by 
the employers. The Government of 
the United States, we feel sure, does 
not hold that the interpretation as 
prepared by the employers is correct. 
As evidence of the position of or- 
ganized labor being correct, we sub- 
mit the following:

INDUSTRIOWS.—The first year, 
which is as often called the cotton 
| as it is the paper, the young couple 
not being especially well off with 
this world’s goods, may have a 
merry time, decorating both the 
rooms and themselves with either 
of these preferred. If paper is cho- 
sen the bride can have a charming 
outfit of crepe paper made with all 
tne frills and flounces of today’s 
mode, while the bridegroom may 
wear a waistcoat made of paper, 
with tie of-the-same, a watch chain 
of paper rings and whatever other 
articles of adornment a clever in- 
genuity may devise. Paper lanterns, 
paper covers for dishes; paper cups 
in which to serve sherbets, salads, 
ices, etc., garlands of paper flowers 
and dainty small favors of paper 
dolls, in the latest styles. If cotton 
is selected great care should: be 
taken in the decorating. Raw cot- 
ton takes fire in a moment. If the 
bride wishes to decorate her gown, 
the cotton should be made fireproof 
by dipping in a preparation for the 
purpose. Then, if it be dusted with 
diamond or silver powder, the effect 
will be dazzling. Cotton rope un- 
raveled, makes pretty garlands with 
flowers made of tinted cotton light- 
ly sewed here and there. An imita- 
tion of cotton plant in full bloom, 
all in paper, may be table center- 
piece and from it strands of the 
flowers to each plate, where a small 
black baby doll, dressed only in a 
cotton garment, makes an amusing 
favor. 

IRISHMAN.—Mr. Dunphy writes: 
I dare not suggest that the ancient 
flag of Erin was orange; it wasn't. 
But it was a deep copper color. It 
represented a morning sky, the 
sunburst, at dawn. It was not 
green. However, after a time, the 
desire to picture a reflection of the 
earth on the sky resulted in a tinge 
of green, which finally became a 
dull bronze green. Our modern rep- 
resentatives of the ‘sunburst’ do 
not suggest ‘the true flag of Ire- 
land.’ They are of a heavy dark 
green, which suggests the dusk of 
evening and the’ ‘setting sun.’

dark blue, with a ‘crowned’ harp on 
the field, but I am not certain that 
it represented nationalism. I think 
it symbolized either poetry or re- 
ligion or some association of both. 
The green field and harp, when ‘un- 
crowned,’ is not altogether modern.” 
A Bostonian says: “The color of 
the Irish flag is blue and gold, and 
these colors have continued, what- 
ever have been the changes other- 
wise, since Anglo-Norman times. 
The green and gold flag seems.to be 
purely a ‘fancy’ one, and I have 
been unable to find any authority 
for it; the story goes that at a 
certain society meeting burial was 
made of a national blue flag and of 
an Orange flag, and scarves’ were 
then assumed of green as typifying 
the union of blue and orange. It is 
certain that the green and gold flag 
is of modern origin; the blue field 
is shown in the Irish quarter of the 
royal standard of Great Britain and 
Ireland today. 

M. A, S.—Andrew Lang says: “I 
believe that some crystal gazers 
are, somehow, enabled to ‘see’ 
things which are actual, but of 
which—crystal gazing apart—they 
have, and can have no knowledge. 
I have no conjecture as to ‘how it 
is done,’ but if it is done it upsets 
some extant popular philosophies.” 
Some remarkable things are report- 
ed as being accomplished by the aid 
of the crystal, and unless the thing 
is done, some persons of very high 
standing are remarkable liars. Ac- 
cording to a reputable English oc- 
cult magazine, a woman in a re- 
mote English village, while “seeing 
things” in a glass of clear water, 
for the amusement of some friends, 
saw some ships firing on a fleet 
of fishing smacks. The next mail 
brought the account of the Russian 
fleet having fired on the British 
fishermen in the North Sea, a well- 
remembered episode of the late war 
between Japan and Russia. Early 
in Dec., 1900, Mr. Foxwell, a London 
stock broker, left his home at 
Thames Ditton to go to his busi- 
ness in the city and never returned. 
The aid of the police was sought; 
they made inquiries and came to the 
conclusion that he went to America. 
As there was no reason whatever 
why he should have left the coun- 
try in a manner so mysterious, this 
conclusion failed to satisfy his 
friends. For, weeks the mystery 
remained unsolved. Finally the wife 
called upon a crystal medium by the 
name of Van Bourg. The woman 
did not tell the medium who she 
was nor the object of her visit, ex- 
cept that she wanted him to look 
into the crystal for her. He did so, 
and. the first thing he saw was the 
body of a man floating in the river. 
He described the man’s appearance 
minutely, and Mrs. Foxwell declared 
that it was the body of her husband. 
Rapidly other pictures formed in 
the crystal—the house in which the 
Foxwells lived; a scene at Thames 
Ditton; the river and its grassy 
banks on either side, and the spot 
where the body was to be found, 
which the medium said was about 1 
mile from the house, and he added 
that there appeared to be a bruise 
on the head. The medium said that 
the body would not be found until 
Jan. 31 at about 5 p. m.—almost a 
month later. The body was found 
on that date at 4:30 p. m., at the ex- 
act place described and with the 
wound on the head as seen in the 
erystal.

Dogs With Worms Need 
Vigorous Treatment 


Worms are a common cause of 
trouble with dogs, and the trouble is 
likely to be serious enough. There 
are three common kinds of such 
worms, round worms, thread worms 
and tape worms. The last is’ the 
worst, as a rule, and when discov- 
ered should be dealt with promptly 
and drastically. These. parasites 
drain the vitality of the dog. They 
are located in various parts of the 
body. They may be seen, whole or 
in segments, in the foeces, or their 
presence may be suspected “when 
there is vomiting, bad breath and a 
run-down appearance. 

The foeces of dogs so afflicted 
should be promptly burned. San- 
tonin in small doses is a favorite 
remedy. Give it on an empty stom-

By 
scattering it in the litter the hens will 
be compelled to scratch in order to 
find the grain, and in this way they 
get exercise which is decidedly bene- 
ficial to them. If the house is too 
small to feed in, the grain can be 
scattered on the ground outside. A 
good grain mixture for this purpose 
is composed of equal parts by weight 
of feeding wheat, cracked corn and 
oats. Another suitable grain mix- 
ture would be two parts by weight of 
cracked corn and one part oats. 

In addition to the grain and the 
table scraps it is,well to feed a dry 
mash. This dry mash is composed 
of variouS ground grains and is 
placed in a mash hopper or box from 
which the hens can help themselves. 
The advantage of feeding such a 
mash is that the hens always have 
access to feed and this tends to make 
up for any faulty or inexperienced 
feeding. Hens do not lke dry mash 
SO well that they are likely to over- 
eat. A good dry mash may be made 
of equal parts by weight of corn 
meal, wheat bran, wheat middlings 
and beef scrap. Fish scrap when 
available may replace the beef scrap 
or cottonseed meal may be made to 
replace one-half of the beef scrap in 
the mash. 


The hens should have access at al) 
times to a supply of grit or stones of 
a size small enough to be swallowed 
readily. Grit is used by the hens to 
help in grinding in their gizzards the 
hard grains which they eat. A sup- 
ply of ordinary gravel will answer 


the purpose of grit very well. Crushed 
oyster ar clam shells also should be 


given to the hens and be kept before 
them at all times. If this is with- 


held the hens are likely to lack suf- 


ficient shell-forming material in their 
feed, and soft-shelled or thin-shelled 
eggs may result. Grit or shell can 
be purchased in small quantities at 
any feed or supply store. © 

A plentiful supply of clean fresh 
water must always be available for 
the hens. They drink freely, es- 
pecially when laying heavily, and 
should not be stinted in this neces- 
sity. Keep the water pan or dish 
clean. If the water pan is reased a 
foot above the floor the hens will 
not kick it full of straw and other 
litter when scratching for their feed.

Tuberculosis Is Common 
Disease Among Flocks 


Have you had _ experience with 
birds “‘going light,” as it is called? 
Well, it’s just another name for tu- 
berculosis. It is, of course, a diffi- 
cult disease to combat, and some- 
times ft is best to get rid of a flock 
in which there are any considerable 
number of tuberculous fowls. Pre- 
vention is most important, and the 
most effective means of prevention 
are breeding from healthy, mature, 
vigorous fowls, and providing sani- 
tary quarters and wholesome food. 

Houses in which fowls so afflicted 
have been kept should be most thor- 
oughly cleaned and then disinfected 
with a good, strong coal tar disin- 
fectant. Poultry manure that has 
accumulated should be mixed with 
strong lime. Whitewash the walls. 
roof, nests and roosts. All this 
cleansing and disinfecting work 
should be most thoroughly done. The 
earth runs should also be treated. 

A good plan is to cover them thor- 
oughly with freshly slaked lime and 
plow or spade under. Then, if pos- 
sible, it is well to grow a quick ma- 
turing crop on these runs. Most 
important of all is to weed out the 
affected birds, or those suspected of 
being affected.

ACKNOWLEDGE, at once, that | remember 
nothing at all about the event, but my parents 
have told me I was born at Naples in 1873. 
My father was a poor man, employed as & 
working mechanic. He had two sons—myself 
and a younger boy; and relatives have been 
good enough to tell me that, as a youngster, I 
was unusually lively and noisy, and that I filled my 
father’s house with the sound of my voice from moern- 
ing till night. 

When I was il years old I already loved singing 
and had, I have been told, a clear contralto voice. 
One day the organist of the Church of St. Anne, 
Naples, heard me singing, and:imy voice pleased the 
old musician so much that he engaged me as a mem- 
ber of the choir, and paid me the colossal sum of 10 
cents every Sunday. 

To receive this princely wage caused me intense de- 
light, but when I was confirmed my father attempted 
to compel me to give up singing altogether and be- 
come an iron and steel worker. With very bad grace 
i complied, and in my new work I took little interest. 


My dear mother died when | was only 15. Had she 
lived it is possible that 1 might have continued to 
study mechanical work just on her account. But at her 
death I announced my intention of devoting myself 
entirety to art and music. My father gave me the 
choice of continuing to learn to be a mechanic or 
starving. 

I chose to starve, and forthwith became a wanderer, 
with nothing to fight the world with but a perfect 
physique and an optimism that never failed me. Lux- 
ury and I were absolute strangers at this time, but 
i managed to pick up some sort of a livelihood at 
church festivals and private entertainments. I well 
remember that when I was 18 I was faced with. this 
problem:. ‘“‘Was I a tenor or a baritone?” 


The following year I decided to studyg but I left my 
teacher after 11 lessons, because he could not decide 
for me if I was to become a baritone or a tenor. Since 
then I have realized how great must have been his dif- 
ficuity, for at that time I think I was scarcely ripe 
for study. 

The baritone, Misciano, then took me to his master, 
Signor Vergifie, who promptly declared that [I was too 
young for serious study, and that my voice was not 
sufficiently strong. However, after two trials, he 
decided to give me lessons regularly. I remember 
that at this period my voice was so thin that my fel- 

. low pupils said it resembled “the wind which passes 
through an open window.” 

I continued to study under Vergine until my work 
was cut short by military duty. There was no escap- 
ing it. The time had arrived for me to serve my 
King and country as a soldato, though when [f left 
my master I registered a mental vow that my native 
Naples should one day acclaim me as “Il tenore Ca- 
ruso.”’ 

For a year I wore the uniform of the Thirteenth 
Regiment of Artillery, being quartered at Rieti. One 
morning Maj. Nagliati of my battery heard me sing- 
ing as I polished the buttons of my tunic. Even to- 
day I remember how the warm rays of the sun 
streamed into the room as I polished, polished, pol 
ished. It then seemed a matter of almost national 
importance that those buttons should shine .ixe gold! 

“What is your profession?” Maj. Nagliati asked 
sharply, as he entered the room. Leaving my buttons 
to their fate and bringing my song to an end, I stam- 
mered out: “I—I—aspire to singing in the opera.” 

The Major said nothing in reply, but walked out 
of the room. I thought he Mad failed to hear, for in 
my nervousness [I spoke in an undertone. But I was 
wrong. for the same evening he informed me he had

For my part, 
although temporarily discouraged, { was not down- 
hearted, for I realized there was nothing exceptional 
in my singing to inspire either critics or public with 
any vast enthusiasm. 

Still, L believed I had a good voice, and in this 
belief | was encouraged by my singing master, Signor 
Guglielmo Vergine, to whose kindly sympathy and 
unfailing pains to give me the best of teaching I al- 
ways feel that I owe the deepest debt of gratitude. 
Indeed, it was largely due to Signor Vergine’s encour- 
agement that I continued arduously to study and sing 
in various theaters. My voice all the while, naturally 
enough, improved in tone, quality and streneth. 

It was in Milan, at the Teatro Lirico. under the

management of the proprietor of that theater, Signor 
Eduardo Sonsogno, that I made my first decisive suc- 
cess, and when I awoke to find that both critics and 
public were kind enough to say that—well, I felt that 
I had not mistaken my vocation when I took up 
singing.

the profession of an operatic singer must, to have any 
realizable hopes of success, above all things possess an 
exceptionally good voice, to which must be added a 
robust constitution and a copious capacity for hard 
work, for incessant study. Without this, advancement 
is impossible. 

It is a matter of the highest importance that the 
singer should have his voice properly produced, and 
this, I think, can only be done by an efficient teacher. 
I have already told you what a great debt I owe for any 
suceess | have achieved to Signor Vergine. I would 
point out, however, how mistaken even a first-class 
master may be as to the suitability of certain parts for 
the singer who has been his pupil. When Signor Son- 


‘s0gno gave Me my engagement for the Teatro Lirico, 


Milan, for the autumn season of 1898, he sent me three 
operas to study, as he wished me to appear in them. 
These were: “L’Arlesina,” by Cilea; “I Voto,” or 
“La Mala Vita,” by Giordano, and “La Boheme.” by 
Leoncavallo—the last a new work which was looked 
forward to with unusual interest, as Puccini had writ- 
ten a successful opera on the same subject. 


When, however, my master went through the part 
of Marcello with me, he bluntly_informed me that I 
could make nothing of it, as the music was not suited 
to my voice; but on my arrival in Milan, Signor Son- 
sogno insisted on my studying it. 


Accordingly, I learnt the music of Marcello, sang it 
on the first night, and made, to my amazement, such 
@ hit that I pleased the composer. If I had not sung 
that part to oblige Signor Sonsogno, I might never 
have been heard of in England and the United States. 

This night proved the turning point in my career, as 
from that time onward fortune has favored me, though 
I would add that I have not relaxed in any way my 
desire to attain that perfection which, to the artist, al- 
ways seems—and is—unattainable. 


* Today | work, work, work, hoping and believing that 
[ may improve artistically. Some musical experts, [ 
know, declare that the art of bel canto is lost today. 
But with this point of view I can assure lovers of 
music I do not agree for an instant. Every master of 
singing of consideration in Italy teaches it, and the 
singer who has not studied it can never hope, in my 
opinion, to arrive at a place of high distinction in his 
profession. Without it, for example, how could artists 
sing “Un Ballo in Maschero,” “Norma,” “Rigoletto,” 
“Don Giovanni,” “Il Barbiere di Siviglia,” “Guglielmo 
Tell,” “Lucrezia Borgia’--in fact. all the famous 
operas of the best Italian school? 


The grammar of this fine art consists of scales and 
exercises. Without constant practice the voice can 
never acquire that agility and ease of attack and that 
simplicity which are so necessary to the best order 
of vocal production; and the more beautiful and reso- 
nant the natural voice is, the more reason for its 
acquirement; for after you have once possessed your- 
self of this skill in vocalization, everything else comes 
easily. 

Naturally, dramatic sentiment is another all-impor- 
tant accessory to the equipment of a great operatic 
singer; and, in a large measure, this cannot be ac- 
quired. I am perfectly convinced, however, that a 
good education and a strong literary sympathy are of 


invalmable assistance in helping the good singer to . 


reach a true state of excellence, and on this account 
{ think that a singer should carefully read and reread 
the whole libretto, so as to inform himself of the 
poet's purpose in the construction and purpose of the 
plot, as well as assimilating himself as far as he can 
to the composer’s idea of how the poetry and the 
various aspects of mind of the characters should be 
aptly interpreted, so as to awaken a kindred feeling in

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It Stays on Better 
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My father gave me the choice 
of continuing to learn to be 
a mechanic or of starving. song. 


By Enrico Caruso. 


ACKNOWLEDGE, at once, that | remember 
nothing at all about the event, but my parents 
have told me I was born at Naples in 1878. 
My father was a poor man, employed as 4 
working mechanic. He had two sons—myself 
and a younger bey; and relatives have been 
good enough to tell me that, as a youngster, | 
was unusually lively and noisy, and that | filled my 
father’s house with the sound of my voice from morn- 
ing till night. 

When I was ii years old I already loved singing 
and had, I have been told, a clear contralto voice. 
One day the organist of the Church of St. Anne, 
Naples, heard me singing, and my voice pleased the 
old musician so much that he engaged me as a mem- 
ber of the choir, and paid me the colossal sum of 10 
cents every Sunday. 

To receive this princely wage caused me intense de- 
light, but when I was confirmed my father attempted 
to compel me to give up singing altogether and be- 
come an iron and steel worker! With very bad grace 
I complied, and in my new work I took little interest 


My dear mother died when | was only 15. Had she 
lived it is possible that 1 might have continued to 
study mechanical work just on her account. But at her 
death | announced my intention of devoting myself: 
entirely to art and music. My father gave me the 
choice of continuing to learn to be a mechanic or 
starving. 

I chose to starve, and forthwith became a wanderer, 
with nothing to fight the world with but a perfect 
physique and an optimism that never failed me. Lux- 
ury and I were absolute strangers at this time, but 
I managed to pick up some sort of a livelihood at 
church festivals and private entertainments. I[ well 
remember that when I was 18 I was faced with. this 
problem: “Was Ia tenor or a baritone?” 


The following year I decided to study? but I left my 
teacher after 11 lessons, because he could not decide 
for me if I was to become a baritone or a tenor. Since 
then | have realized how great must have been his dif- 
ficuity, for at that time I think I was scarcely ripe 
for study. 

The baritone, Misciano, tben took me to his master, 
Signor Vergifie, who promptly declared that I was too 
young for serious study, and that my voice was not 
sufficiently strong. However, after two trials, he 
decided to give me lessons regularly. I remember 
that at this period my voice was so thin that my fel- 

. low pupils said it resembled “the wind which passes 
through an open window.” 

| continued to study under Vergine until my work 
was cut short by military duty. There was no escap- 
ing it. The time had arrived for me to serve my 
King and country as a soldato, though when [I left 
my master I registered a mental vow that my native 
Naples should one day acclaim me as “Il tenore Ca- 
ruso.”” 

For a year I wore the uniform of the Thirteenth 
Regiment of Artillery, being quartered at Rieti. One 
morning Maj. Nagliati of my battery heard me sing- 
ing a8 I polished the buttons of my tunic. Even to- 
day I remember how the warm rays of the sun 
streamed into the room as I polished, polished, pol- 
ished. It then seemed a matter of almost national 
importance that those buttons should shine .ikxe gold! 

“What is your profession?” Maj. Nagliati asked 
sharply, as he entered the room.

Napies is the most difficult city in Italy in which 
to make a debut as a singer, or in. which to produce 
anew opera. So, perhaps, it is not altogether surpris- 
ing that neither*the opera nor the artists who inter- 
preted it achieved gny striking success. For my part. 
although temporarily discouraged, | was not down- 
hearted, for I realized there was nothing exceptional 
in my singing to inspire either critics or public with 
any vast enthusiasm. 

Still, L believed I had a good voice, and in this 
belief | was encouraged by my singing master, Signor 
Guglielmo Vergine, to whose kindly sympathy and 
unfailing. pains to give me the best of teaching I al- 
ways feel that I owe the deepest debt of gratitude. 
Indeed, it was largely due to Signor Vergine’s encour- 
agement that I continued arduously to study and sing 
fm various theaters. My voice all the while, naturally 
enough, improved in tone, quality and strength. 

[t was in Milan, at the Teatro Lirico. under the

management of the proprietor of that theater, Signor 
Eduardo Sonsogno, that I made my first decisive suc- 
cess, and when I awoke to find that both critics and 
public were kind enough to say that—well, I felt that 
I had not mistaken my vocation when I took up 
singing. 

After that suecess I continued to receive more offers 
than I could possibly accept. Indeed, could I have 
sung for 24 hours in the day I should not have been 
able to carry out all the contracts which have been 
offered me since that memorable day—Tuesday, Nov. 
8, 1898—when I sang the part of Marcello in ‘‘La Bo- 
heme” of Leoncavello. 

You will, perhaps, permit me to say a few words on 
singing as a profession. In the first place, experi- 
ence has taught me that those who decide to adopt 
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“What is your profession?”

the profession of an operatic singer must, to have any 
realizable hopes of success, above all things possess an 
exceptionally good voice, to which must be added a 
robust constitution and a copious capacity for hard 
work, for incessant study. Without this, advancement 
is impossible. 

It is a matter of the highest importance that the 
singer should have his voice properly produced, and 
this, I think, can only be done by an efficient teacher. 
I have already told you what a great debt I owe for any 
suceess I have achieved to Signor Vergine. I would 
point out, however, how mistaken even a first-class 
master may be as to the suitability of certain parts for 
the singer who has been his pupil. When Signor Son- 


‘sOgno gave Me my engagement for the Teatro Lirico, 


Milan, for the autumn season of 1898, he sent me three 
operas to study, as he wished me to appear in them. 
These were: “L’Arlesina,”” by Cilea: “Il Voto,” or 
“La Mala Vita,” by Giordano, and “La Boheme.” by 
Leoncavallo—the last a new work which was looked 
forward to with unusual interest, as Puccini bad writ- 
ten a successful opera on the same subject. 


When, however, my master went through the part 
of Marcello with me, he bluntly_informed me that If 
could make nothing of it, as the music was not suited 
to my voice; but on my arrival in Milan, Signor Son- 
sogno insisted on my studying it. 


Accordingly, I learnt the music of Marcello, sang it 
on the first night, and made, to my amazement, such 
a hit that I pleased the composer. If I had not sung 
that part to oblige Signor Sonsogno, [I might never 
have been heard of in England and the United States. 

This night proved the turning point in my career, as 
from that time onward fortune has favored me, though 
I would add that I have not relaxed in any way my 
desire to attain that perfection which, to the artist, al- 
ways seems—and is—unattainable. 


* Today | work, work, work, hoping and believing that 
{ may improve artistically. Some musical experts, [ 
know, declare that the art of bel canto is lost today. 
But with this point of view [| can assure lovers of 
music I do not agree for an instant. Every master of 
singing of consideration in Italy teaches it, and the 
singer who has not studied it can never hope, in my 
opinion, to arrive at a place of high distinction in his 


profession. Without it, for example, how could artists 
sing “Un Ballo in Maschero,” ‘Norma,” “Rigoletto,” 
“Don Giovanni,” “Il Barbiere di Siviglia,” “Guglielmo 


Tell,” ‘“‘Lucrezia Borgia’’--in fact, all the famous 
operas of the best Italian school? 


The grammar of this fine art consists of scales and 
exercises. Without constant practice the voice can 
never acquire that agility and ease of attack and that 
simplicity which are so necessary to the best order 
of vocal production; and the more beautiful and reso- 
nant the natural voice is, the more reason for its 
acquirement; for after you have once possessed your- 
self of this skill in vocalization, everything else comes 
easily. 

Naturally, dramatic sentiment is another all-impor- 
tunt accessory to the equipment of a great operatic 
singer; and, in a large measure, this cannot be ac- 
quired. I am perfectly convineed, however, that a 
good education and a strong literary sympathy are of 


invalmable assistance in helping the good singer to. 


reach a true state of excellence, and on this account 
{ think that a singer should carefully read and reread 
the whole libretto, so as to inform himself of the 
poet’s purpose in the construction and purpose of the 
plot. as well as assimilating himself as far as he can 
to the composer's idea of how the poetry and the 
various aspects of mind of the characters should be 
aptiy interpreted, so as to awaken a kindred feeling in 
the minds of his hearers.

was directed to oversee the training and 
equipment of all the artillery ready for 
service on the battle front in two months. 
He found that the artillery had no guns, 
no horses, no stables.

Intensive training 
in the full sense of the term began at 
once. 

“The artiflery men and officers got out 
of quarters at 4:20 and 5 in the morning.

solve transportation problems —

VERY morning, long before daylight, a 
big motor truck backs up to the 
storehouses of some of the east side 
packing plants and 1s loaded to its ca- 
pacity, about 12,000 pounds, with meat. 
It then heads in the direction of Belle- 
ville, which it reaches in time to deliver 


its cargo to butchers before the earliest of shoppers 
have made their appearance. 
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actual operation and serve the purpose of acquainting 
all the shippers in the State with concerns or. indi- 
viduals who have motor truck equipment available for 
the hauling of goods overland. No other state as yet 
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with the return loads bureaus. The work of registra- 
tion was undertaken patriotically by the Chambers of 
Commerce or War Bureaus in each of the cities, and 
these even have had their telephone numbers listed a 


With the day's work only fairly started, the driver 
is loath to return to his base, which is St. Louis, 
“light,” that is, without having another load. If he 
has made no previous arrangements for a return load 
he gets busy on the telephone and in- 
quires of Belleville shippers whether 
they have anything to be transported 

to a place in this industrial terri- 
tory. It is not often that he has to 
resort to the telephone, but when 
he does he rarely is without success. 
On a typical working day recently, ~- 
after having delivered his daily load 
of meat, the driver loaded up with 
castings which were to be delivered 
far out on Florissant avenue, in St. 
Louis. This was accomplished around 

11 o’clock in the morning. The driv- 

er then went to an industrial plant 
not very far away and took on an- 
other load of merchandise for Union 
Station, where delivery was made 
about 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Then, for this particular driver, the 
day’s work was over. 
Since early in the morning he had 4 
covered a distance of perhaps 50 or 
60 miles and only for two or three 
miles had he been compelled to travel 
light. His employer, collected a tariff 
of around 25 cents a hundred on the 
three loads, and altogether it was a 
profitable day for this truck. 
This concrete example is given to show how there 

has sprung up in the Unitéd States a new and more di- : 
rect and satisfactory method of transportation. There 
ia every evidence, especially since the war started and 
since the railroads have been called upon to perform 
tasks far beyond their capabilities, resulting in unpre- 
cedented freight congestion, that the motor truck is 
tuking the place of other common carriers in making 
short hauls of freight. What started as a wartime 
necessity, received at first with skepticism on the part 
of shippers, has even at this early date proved its 
worth. It remains to be seen to what extent they will 
be employed after the war, when transportation condi- 
tions become normal! again, but from present indica- 
tions they will retain the popularity which they now 
are quickly building up.

More than 700 trucks of one-ton capacity or over, are 
operating on 48 routes in Connecticut and are listed

second time under the heading ‘‘Return Loads.” Any 
truck operator arriving in any city in which one of 
the bureaus is established can immediately get in 
touch with the bureau by merely asking the telephone 
operator for “‘Return Loads.” 

Each of the 48 routes between the 14 cities is num- 
bered, and in the office of each bureau is a large map, 
showing the numbered routes, so that a bureau may 
know the routes in other parts of the State over 
which some of the 700 motor trucks listed are avail- 
able for overland haulage. Furthermore, the head 
of the bureau in each city knows exactly what trucks 
are available for. any other of the 47 routes by means 
of a master file of the cards listing the available 
truck for each route. For instance, the bureau at New 
Haven knows what trucks are available for haulage 
work between Danbury and Bridgeport or between 
Hartford, South Manchester or Norwich. 

Each motor truck listed is placed on a card with 
the name and address of the owner, the size and ¢ca- 
pacity of the truck, the kind of goods it can most eco- 
nomically carry and the number of the route over 
which it operates. All of the trucks which run on any 
particular route are given the same route number 
and are kept in a file in which the route numbers 
are arranged numerically. This affords a ready 
| means of reference for any route. 

The Connecticut Return Loads Bureaus acknowledge 
their indebtedness to thé State Highway Commission- 
er, who kent the State roads free of snow during the 
winter months. He did it so efficiently that the farm- 
ers complained that, they could not run their sleighs 

over the roads because there was not 
sufficient snow on them. The cost 
of this work was borne out of the 
funds collected for licenses for both 
vehicles and operators and was per- 
formed by a very efficient equipment 
of motor truck plows, scrapers and 
horse teams. It is pointed out in this 
connection that the State of New 
York, which ranks first in the num- 
ber and value of war contracts, has 
done little toward keeping its high- 
ways open for the delivery of its mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of goods. 

The main function of the Return 
loads Bureau is merely to bring 
shippers and transportation mediums 
together, leaving to themselves all 
questions as to rates charged, the 
reliability of the haulage concern 
and the responsibility of the ship- 
per. The work is done both on a 
contract basis and by separate loads. 

The Connecticut Return Loads Bu- 
reaus, which are similar to the or- 
ganizations established in Great 
Britain, have proved to be the means 
whereby the trolley freight concerns 
more than doubled their tonnage, 
and they also have served to increase 
the service rendered by the boat lines 
running between Connecticut points 
and New York. One boat line was

The truck mentioned at the beginning of this article 
is owned by a St. Louis man, who saw the possibili- 
ties of this means of transportation five years ago, be- 
fore there was a war to create an emergency.

Despite 
the fact that, owing to the failure thus far of state 
and municipal authorities to keep the roads always 
clear, his territory is confined to Belleville on the east 
and Valley Park on the west, he has built up a profit- 
ble business. In one or two instances this winter he 
hired laborers himself to remove the snow on the 
routes traveled by his trucks. '

The goods, which had been crated, arrived in 
perfect condition and the company immediately made 
arrangements to start 20 cars for New York and 
Philadelphia. 

Just a year ago the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co. 
of Akron, O., began as an experiment the operation of 
a truck .overland between Akron and Boston, The 
principal purpose was to afford a severe test of the 
tires which the company was turning out and the 
carrying of a load was merely a secondary considera- 
tion designed to make the test a complete one. : 

Today the company has seven trucks running over- 
land between these points on 4 regular schedule. 
Moreover, the trucks have been operated through the 
deep snows of the present winter, and while there have 
been delays in breaking through new roads or when 
mechanical trouble was encountered, no truck that 
started from either end of the route has been forced to 
turn back and abandon the trip. 

The first truck required 17 days. Today the same 
truck and others of the fleet are making the identical 
run in four days and in several instances the complete 
round trip of 1480 miles has been made in six and one- 


half days.

A firm in North Dighton, Mass., today gets mate- 
rial in two hours from Fall River, 12 miles away, 
which formerly required four days by freight—when 
they could get cars—or in three or four hours from 
New Bedford, 25 miles away, which formerly required 
10 days. One big fleet of trucks operates in nine states, 
hauling every conceivable kind of merchandise—fuel, 
clothing, food, leather, raw materials, machinery, giant 
boilers, pile drivers, rugs, etc. Eighteen trucks re- 
cently carried 90 tons of phonograph records into New 
York in a single day. 


Even automobile concerns themselves are resorting 
to motor trucks for the delivery of passenger Cars. 
A Cleveland concern the other day sent a shipment 
of cars from the factory to Baltimore by this means,

Brushing a few university degrees off of chairs to 
make sitting room, the fine old gentleman called a 
family council.

Maj. March brevetted by the President for bravery in 
various actions. 

Official observer of the Russo-Japanese War in 1904. 

Helped thwart Villa and Carranza in Mexico in 1912. 

Became Lieutenant-Colonel in that year and Adju- 
tant-General of the Department of Missouri. * 

Became Colonel in 1914. 

Sent for by Gen. Pershing to come to France in 1917 
and get the ar- 
tillery going. He 
did and his lat- 
est promotion 
came after that.

Look up the college baseball 
records of the early eighties if you want to see how

Tom Hay, a 65-year-old bundle of energy, is secre- 
tary of the Easton Board of Trade, another of the 
city’s points to which it points with pride.

Since 
Gen. March (as we have to cal! him now) has been on 
the job in Washington he has been working from 8&8 
o'clock in the morning until midnight and expecting 
the men around him to follow his pace. It isn’t a 
case of a new broom seeing how much dust it can 
make, either. Since back in the time when he was 
“Bob” March, the new boss of the army has had a 
habit of working longer hours and going harder at 
it than most men. If you want a little sample of 
how he does it you may read what he did in France, 
in a correspondent’s words. Here they are:
